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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plaistow: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools. This report deals with the 
Plaistow Schools for the school year July 1, 1944 to June 
30, 1945. It is accompanied by reports by Mrs. Soule and 
Mrs. Thompson. 

As in the past I am presenting information about our 
schools in statistical form. Many interesting facts can best 
be shown in this manner. I commend these tables, as well 
as the reports just mentioned, to your attention. 

There have been two changes in our teaching staff 
since my last report. Miss Marcia Crombie resigned as 
principal and teacher of grade eight, to accept a position 
in Boston. Mrs. Anne McAllister was appointed to take her 
place.. Miss Grace Boody of grade five accepted a position 
in Haverhill. Mrs. Louise Jackson was transferred to grade 
five and Miss Catherine Chesworth was appointed teacher 
to grade four. We continue to be fortunate in having an 
excellent teaching force at the Pollard School. 

The enrollment last year was 228 as compared with 237 
the year before. The school attendance averaged 90.7 per- 
cent of the membership. Seventeen boys and girls com- 
pleted the work of grade eight and all of these have entered 
a high school. The Good Citizenship medal was awarded 
to John A. Palmer, Jr. 

For three years now only the most urgent repairs 
have been made on school buildings and equipment for the 
reason that war conditions have greatly restricted supplies 
of material and labor. The heating system in the Pollard 
School is old and needs to be made modern. The installing 
of a modern return system would greatly improve its 
efficiency. Also, the building needs paint and varnish. 
During the war years the building has been kept in as 
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sanitary, safe, and comfortable condition as possible. 

For a number of years the five towns that make up 
our Supervisory Union have owned and used a silent motion 
picture machine. The motion pictures have been very help- 
ful, especially in the teaching of History, Geography, and 
Health. At present the majority of recent educational films 
are made for sound machines. I hope it will be possible 
soon to exchange our projector for a sound machine. The 
rapid rate of learning in the army is attributed, to a con- 
siderable extent, to the use of motion picture machines. 

Nearly every classroom has one or more children with 
some hearing impairment. The average for the country is 
three such children per classroom. Hearing impairment 
can be measured by a special scientific device called an 
audiometer. These tests are to be given to all children 
during this school year by Mrs. Soule. An audiometer has 
been loaned us by our State Board of Education. It has 
been found that 60% of the hard of hearing can be given the 
aurological care he needs. Those children that the doctors 
can not help become educational problems. Instruction in 
lip reading becomes necessary in extreme cases. Speech 
defects are often caused by inability to hear certain sounds. 

We hope it will be possible to hold a dental clinic 
soon. 

Last Spring the New Hampshire Legislature passed a 
revised Teacher Retirement System which gives our 
teachers worthwhile retirement privileges. Women may 
retire at sixty years of age and men at sixty-five, providing 
their term of service meets the requirements. The retire- 
ment fund is built up by contributions, both by the teacher 
and the school district in which she is employed. A majority 
of the teachers of our state have joined the retirement 
system. Teacher Retirement Systems help to built better 
schools by maintaining efficiency and economy in the use of 
school funds; by raising the morale of the school per- 
sonnel; by holding good teachers in public school service. 

The school nurse, Mrs. Jessie Soule, R.N., is con- 
tinuing her good work in the schools. She has made many 
home calls as well as the regular school visits in the inter- 
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est of children’s health. She has been generous in furnishing 
transportation to children at clinics and other remedial 
work. 

“War Stamp Day” became a weekly institution during 
the war. It helped children learn to save, by making it 
easy for them to save. It taught arithmetic, attitudes of 
responsibility, and an appreciation of the citizen’s part in 
the government. Schools that wish to continue in peace 
time the educational advantages of “Stamp Day,” will be 
able to get United States Savings Stamps as formerly. 
Study units and teaching aids in the field of personal money 
management will be available. It is our hope that at least 
some of our schools will continue this valuable project. 

Teaching of the basic skills is the essential task of the 
schools and it has been our plan to see that the job is 
thoroughly done by means of the best accepted methods. 
In order for pupils to succeed in school work, it is necessary 
that they possess a good foundation in reading habits and 
' abilities. For this reason a substantial part of book ex- 
penditures has been to continue to equip elementary grades 
with a good reading system supplemented by work book 
exercises for reading growth, with correct language habits 
in writing and speaking. 

Several rooms at the Pollard School have taken steps 
to encourage the reading of books in addition to the regular 
class books. The reading has been motivated in various - 
ways. This reading of additional books serves at least two 
purposes. It improves the reading ability and gives an 
interesting activity for leisure time. The splendid coopera- 
tion of the library has been of great help. : 

Grades Two, Three, Four, and Six have Reading Clubs 
and have good devices for creating and holding interest 
in reading library books at home. 

Grade One planned and prepared an operetta, ‘‘Little Red 
Riding Hood.” The object was to stimulate expression in 
reading and to enjoy “make believe characters.” : 

Last year Grade Six had a ‘““Hand-Working Club.” The 
boys made designs for doorstops, book ends, etc. The girl 
knitted squares for an afghan for the Junior Red Cross. 
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The Fifth Grade has a Science Club which is affiliated 
with the Science Clubs of America, which furnishes the 
local club with interesting study material. The object of 
the club is to stimulate interest in science. The grade also 
makes booklets in connection with geography. The Home 
Economics class for a Christmas project made gifts of 
mittens, dolls’ clothes, stuffed toys, samplers and hats. In 
the Foods Class, study of the caloric and nutritive value 
of foods taught the value of a well balanced diet. 

The Seventh and Eighth Grade boys have a class in 
making model airplanes. This has furnished some good 
hand training, and some fine models were made. Making 
these planes has become a hobby of many of the boys. 

In Grade Eight many very good maps have been made 
in both geography and history. English has been stressed 
to meet the needs of the class. 

The hot dish served by the Parent Teacher Association 
during the winter months, has been fine for the health of 
the children. Also the School has made available a half 
pint bottle of milk for those desiring it. About 750 bottles 
are consumed each week. 

The progress made by each pupil in grades one to 
eight will be checked by an achievement test during the 
year and as early as possible after the middle of the year. 
These tests help us understand the educational needs of the 
child and the class. 

School costs, like all costs have increased substantially 
everywhere. The high school tuition rate at Haverhill High 
School has not changed over a long period, and during the 
last two or three years has been lower than expected. 
Sanborn has increased its rate during this period. The 
higher tuition costs for next year have raised by a sub- 
stantial amount the money required by the School Board 
for the payment of high school tuition. The number of 
pupils has been increased by a larger number entering the 
Trade School. 

: For the Teachers, the School Board, and myself, I 
express the common desire that a larger number of parents 
and friends visit the schools. If parents will come to school 
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to see their children at work, what they are doing, what 
they are given to do with, and how their work is directed, it 
will give them first hand information concerning our 
schools. : 

In conclusion. I wish to express my appreciation of the 
fine spirit of cooperation on the part of the School Board, 
Teachers, Local Organizations, and the Community.

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REPORT OF THE PLAISTOW BOARD OF EDUCATION 


This the first published report of your School Board 
since January 1918. One purpose of this report is that it 
may bring facts and information about the school to a large 
group of citizens who have taken but little interest in school 
affairs but, nevertheless, contribute to the costs. 

The report of 1918 was retrospective. This one is like- 
wise so. We are also thinking of the future. 

There were 250 pupils enrolled in Town schools in 1917, 
45 in the Westville school. Transportation of pupils was not 
very costly but the method was crude and would not be 
tolerated today. The total money raised for schools was 
about $6,000.00. The Board that year urged the district to 
adopt the proposition of state wide supervision, and it did 
so. It is undeniable that our school has progressed and 
maintained excellent standards under State Superintendents 
professional in their field, and with the allotments of State 
aid money added to the Funds raised by the district. 

The educational program is now almost entirely di- 
rected by the State through the Superintendent. His annual 
report to the School Board makes known the important facts 
concerning the welfare and progress of the school. He 
tells us, and we know, that there is a great scarcity of 
trained teachers. We depend upon the Superintendent to 
keep good teachers in our school. 

The State laws proscribe and define the duties and 
responsibilities of School Boards. They are held responsible 
by the community for the operation and success of the 
school. 

Your Board has been pleased to increase salaries a 
little each year consistent with the need and the ability 
to pay. We surely desire to hold those capable and faithful 
teachers who have labored with us during a depression and 
a trying war period. The costs of operating your school 
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may continue to increase in an immediate post-war period. 
Other towns and cities are offering extra inducements to 
obtain teachers and superintendents. With this we must 
compete. The legislature has recently established a 
Teachers Retirement Fund. An assessment against our 
district will from now on be found in the School Budget. 
The cost of materials, fuel and supplies will also increase. 
Our building is over thirty years old. Ceilings, stairways 
and windows will need attention. Pollard School needs 
painting when material, labor and funds are available. 

An announcement by School authorities in Haverhill 
last month that Tuition Rates would be increased on Plais- 
tow pupils means that it can cost this town about $2,000. 
more this year than last. 

The heating system needs expert overhauling and your 
Board recommends in the meeting this year an appropri- 
ation for that purpose. A long range program of improve- 
ment should include better facilities and arrangement of 
the basement room for domestic science classes and school 
lunches, and grading the yard in the rear of the school. | 

At your last annual meeting Mrs. Carl Lloyd retired 
from the Board after over twenty-five years of faithful 
service. Mr. C. M. Crockett was obliged to resign for busi- 
ness reasons. Mr. Walter Johnson and Mr. Charles Johnson 
were then elected. The death of Mr. Walter Johnson has 
left a vacancy on the Board which will be filled by the voters 
at this election. Our recent introduction and adoption of the 
so called Australian Ballot for School Elections with the 
requirement that all candidates must file for office in ad- 
vance, seems to have met with public approval. 

We all mourn the loss by death of Walter Johnson. He 
had taken a sincere and intelligent interest in his work on 
the Board. ~ 

The services rendered by your Superintendent Mr. W. 
J. Nelson, through all of his years in this town have been 
diligent and constructive. His first consideration has always 
been for the best interests of the children. Several super- 
intendents have been lost to the State by retirement and 
death. It is our hope that all of the School Boards at the: 
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next union meeting will act to retain the services of Mr. 
Nelson in our local field. 

Your Board thanks the citizens of Plaistow for their 
interest and co-operative spirit and for the confidence 
placed in us by election to the Board.

I hereby submit my annual report as supervisor of 
music in the schools of Plaistow. 

The music program in our schools aaa an inte- 
grated experience which develops an understanding of and ~ 
a love for music. The first step is to let the child listen 
to the singing of simple songs with a good tone quality. 
His next step is his own acquirement of a beautiful tone. 
Along with the development of tone quality, consideration 
is given to expression and diction. As the children develop 
in singing, listening, and music reading, they learn to sing 
in parts, always an interesting experience. The adult male 
voice becomes interesting as a conscious singing and listen- 
ing experience as the boy’s voice changes. It is usually 
at this time that such classifications as soprano, alto, tenor 
and bass take on a definite meaning. 

Listening is the basis of all music learning. In music 
study, from the first song taught by imitation listening 
remains of great importance through the succeeding years. 
Through listening children become acquainted with the 
music of the master composers. 

For your co-operation and that of the teachers, I am 
most grateful.
